Southern Delegates Visit Gen. 
Harrison. 


Their Plan for a New Political Deal 
in Dixie. 


A New Party to Be Formed in the In- 
tere-t of Protection. 


The Dad ey Letter Again Under I. rostigation— 
Quay Arr ves to Consult Harrison as to the 
Inauguration, and Sammoned 
As a Witness—New:s Notes.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Gen. Harrison had a large 
number of visitors today, among others Gov. 
Morehouse of Missouri, accompanied by F, 
S. Richards of Salt Lake, paid a social visit. 
A large number of chairmen of Republican 
county committees also called. About 43 
chairmen are in the city, having been sub- 
poenaed to appear before the Federal Grand 
Aout a dozen of them were before 
the committee today, as was also Secretary 
Dible of the State Committee, who said, on 
emerging from the jury-room, that he never 
saw acopy of what purports to be the Dud- 
ley letter, and has never seen anybody who 
saw the letter. Furthermore, he does not 
believe Dudley ever wrote such a letter, 

Col. W. H. Barker, seeretary of the New 
York Senate, who came to the city yester- 
day with the Grand Army Committee from 
Brooklyn, was subpemuaed,. During the 
campaign, Col. Barker had charge of the 
appointment bureau of the National Repub- 
ican Committee, He appeared before the 
Grand Jury today, and it is reliably stated 
that one of the few questions asked him 
was: “Are you famiitar with the hand- 
writing of W. W. Dudley?”

Efforts to Have It thrown Open ta 
settiement. 

BaxrTer Sprinas (Kan.), Dec. 18.—[By 
the Associated Press.| ‘fhe Indian Terri- 
torial Convention met in the City Hall 
today and passed resolutions favoring the 
immediate opening of the entire Indian 
Territory to white settlers and the allotment 
of lands in severalty to the Indians. Dele 
gates were present {rom many of the prin 
cipal cities of Missouri, Kansas and Arkan- 
sas, A liberal representation from many 
Indian tribes was also present. 

Ex-Gov. Crittenden of Missouri wag 
elected permanent chairman and C. W. 
Daniels of Baxter Springs secretary. 

Quite a number of chiefs and influential 
meu of various indian tribes came out 
strongly in favor of the allotinent of lands 
in severalty and the individual responsi- 
bility of citizenship and protection of the 
General Government. Gov. Crittenden de- 
livered an eloquent address and was fol- 
lowed by Judge Emery of Lawrence, Kan.; 
and others. The sentim@ntof the conven- 
tion was in favor of giving the Indians all 
their lands, if necessary, but to divide them 
in severaity, make the Indians citizens of 
the United States, and to make the Indian 
Territory one of the prosperous States of 
the Union. 

A demand is made on the general Gov- 
ernment to permit ail railroads to rum 
through and across the Territory as freely 
as any other part of the geuerai domain, 
Interesting letters were read from man 
Senators, Congressmen and prominent e¢ 
zens from different sections of the country, 
all indorsing the objects of the meeting as 
set forth in the call.

THK STRONG-MINDED-~ SISTERS 


LONG FOK “A MAN. 


A Secret Meeting Attended by a Live 


“Fimes” Keporter—They Get on 
Their Ear and Talk Back—Do They 
Heally Want to Vote? 


«The Woman's Suffrage Club held its 
regular meeting yesterday afternoon at the 

residence of Mrs. Marshall, No. 407 West 
Second etreet. Only seven of the faithful 

| Were present at the opening, but shortly 

| after half a dozen more appeared, and later 

one other, swelling the number to the grand 
sum total of 14. 


| The chief burden of the reformers now is 


their petition to the Legislature asking for 
municipal suffrage for women. This club 

claims the honor of originating the move- 
ment in this State, and has widely cireu- 
lated the documents throughout the sur- 

rounding towns for signatures. In the 
absence of the secretary the president read 
a number of communications received from 
these towns in regard to this matter. 

An effort has been nade to introduce this 
petition to the Legislature in common with 
the three prepared by the ladies of the W.C. 
T.U., but the members of the latter organi- 
zation do not appear to freely sanction this 
document asking for equal rights, and are 
not willing that it should be presented in 
connection with theirs. The suffragists are 
highly. indignant at this manner of pro- 
cedure on the part of their more conserva- 
tive sisters. ‘“The W.C.T.U. have petitions 
for this, that and the other,” said the presi- 


| dent, “but seem to regard this as a second- 


eet when it is the foundation of 
all. 

The secretary having arrived, the report 
ofthe last meeting was read and adopted. 
At the conciusion of the reading of the min- 
utes the secretary said: “I have a ques- 
tion to propound here and now, How many 
of the ladies present saw the notice of this 
meeting in Tuer ‘limes this morning?” An 
awful silence fell, a dread hush, as it were, 
over the audience, and one by one the hands 
went upin mute acknowledgement that 
their ayes had gazed on the “coarse and 
brutal” sheet referred to. The secretary 
resumed: “lecameto this meeting fully 
expecting to find gentlemen present [this 
in a disappointed tone], as Tue Times 
stated that the woman’s suffrage men [this 
last with contemptuous emphasis and ina 
horrified tone} will meet on’ Second street 
today.” ‘Turning to the president, she de- 
manded: ‘Wasan invitation extended to 
the men?” The president replied that there 
was not, butadded: “I wish they were 
mous “So do I,” promptly echoed another 
voice. 

At this juncture a sister volunteered the 
intormation that THe TIMES was “a scur- 
rilous sheet anyhow,” and had been very 
“cruel ana unjust.” 

The discussion then arose, what should 
be done about it? To which a disgusted 
sister spiritedly said, “Ignore it!’ This 
manner of disposing of the matter seemed 
to meet the approval of the aroused suff- 
ragists, and the interesting subject was 
dropped and the president proceeded to 
read an original paper headed “The Work 
and Position of Woman in the Church,” 
which she defined very explicitly. She ac- 
counted for the plurality of women in the 
church thusly: Owing to the natural 
brutality of man, in his normal state, 
woman was so crushed and hampered by 
his tyranny. that she naturally turned to 
seek the comforts of religion.. The speaker 
further asserted that woman, notwith- 
standing her purity, would descead lower 
thana man could. At the conclusion of 
the reading the matter was thrown open 
for discussion, and the theory was advanced 
that, whereas woman, because of her finer 
sensibilities, could ascend higher, it fol- 
lowed, according to the law of Nature,that 
she could likewise descend to lower depths. 
Various opinions were expressed on this 
topic, atter which the president said that 
she had recently attended a meeting in the 
interests of woman suffrage in San Diego, 
and added with emphasis: ‘“I came home 
encouraged and with more selt-assertion 
than ever.’’

Grace Greenwood would like the ballot, 
and says: ‘‘Would I vote if lcould? Yea, 
verily, at divers times and in divers places, 
to make up for my oer poicions disability.’ 

And Ella Wheeler cox answers quite 
as decidediy: “I should not vote. My rea- 
sons are that whenever I undertake any 
new enterprise, I give a vast amount of 
mentality, vital force and time to it. To 
keep my family comfortably looked after 
my home attractive to my household an 
guests (which is still a part of woman’s 
sphere, I think), my literary contracts 
filled, and to follow my idea of duty in 
other directions, renders it impossible for 
me to enter into the subject of suffrage in- 
telligently. 1 leave it, therefore, for the 
present to others who are more capable, or 
to those who have fewer obligations of a 
domestic nature.” 

Celia Thaxter tersely says: “I have only 
to answer no,” while Mrs. A. D. T. Whit- 
ney admits: “I might vote if pressed into 
the necessity 5! the voting of all sorts of 
other women. ut I shall hope that it may 

never fall to my experience. 1 believe that 
woman occupies a central, not an external, 
place in the order of things, and 1 do not 
wish that order of things turned inside 
out.”

, the whole of which belongs to me. Never- 
theless I bravely deposit my bengarly and 
| semi-pauperized vote, and then, like Oliver 

Twist, reach up my hand for ‘more!’ ” 

Mrs. E. D. E. N. Southworth says em- 
phatically: “I would not go to the polls 
and vote if suffrage were extended to 
women.”’ And Marion Harland quite as de- 
cidediy coincides: “Under no circum- 
stances .would I exercise the right of suf- 
frage were it possibie for me to do so.”’ 

Louise Chandler Moulton says: “i have 
never desired suffrage for women. I thiak 
woman has her sphere, and man his sphere, 
and that these spheres are not interchange- 
Nevertheless, it suffrage were given 


duty to vote. But I, for one, would prefer 
that nosuch additional burden should be 
laid upon me.”’ 

Rose Terry Cooke expresses her opinion 
as follows: ‘“‘Nothing would induce me to 
go to the polis and vote. For the reason 
that I do not think 1t is a woman’s place, or 
within a woman’s capacity to do so. 1 fully 
agree with St. Paul in his estimate of a wo- 
man’s powers and duties.” 

Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher says: “If 
suffrage were given me I certainly should 
net go to the polis without my husband’s 
company. Had that right been given me 
before he was taken from me, it is not 
ean igi for me to say what I should have 

one.” 

Mrs. Lew Wallace would esteem the right 
a pleasure, while Augusta Evans Wilson 


resolutely remarks: 
“Under no circumstances 


| could 1 go to the polls or exercise the right 
ot voting. American women enjoy without 
restraint every civil, social, ethical and in- 
tellectual right compatible with feminine 
and rehned Christian womanhood; 
and to invite them into the arena of politics 
would prove subvefsive of all domestic 
quietude, loosen the ties that link them to 
their true kingdom,the bome hearth, and 
prove as disastrous to harmonious s80cl 
order as did the wooden horse to the house- 
holds of Troy. Woman’s right to vote 
would involve the forfeiture of woman's 
privilege of commanding the reverence and 
deferential homage of mankind. Feminine 
opinion is a powerful political factor when 
expressed gently in the sacred precincts of 
home, by dropping ballots of noble aims 
and exalted principles and sentiments into 
the open hearts and minds of brothers, hus- 
bands and sons: but- wrangling and 
wrestling at election polls would inevitably 
resolve the whole question of woman’s 
litical influence into one of mere numerica 
valuation,” 

Lucy Larcom cautiously says: ‘Whether 
I would vote would depend upon what was 
to be voted for. Political questions, as l 
look at them now from the outside, do not 
interest me enough to make me desire to be 
avoter. They do not seem to me toin- 
volve the principies that I reaily care for— 
party politics, I mean, of course. If I saw 
that my vote would’ help to make the na- 
tional standard a higher one, I should con- 
sider it my duty to give it, and my desire is 
always to do my duty.” 

Edith M. Thomas admits her indecision 
by saying: “I do not 4 prepared to say 
what, as an individual, [ would do, were 
franchise given to women.’’ 

Mary Mapes Dodge is not impatient for 
the advent of woman suffrage, and Sarah 
Orne Jewett says: “Personally, 1 have no 
wish to hasten the day, but I believe it to 
be inevitable, and I should consider it my 
‘duty to vote.”’ 
Kate Sanborn philosopttiically says: “For 
the sake of other women who have wrongs 
to right, and to exert au influence in the di- 
rection of progress and retorm, I should go 
to the polls and vote, Interested in all top- 
ics of the time—education, religion, poli- 
tics, the liquor question, social purity (with 
one moral standard for both sexes)-—Isuould 
gladly endure & little discomfort or criti- 
cism for the privilege of declaring my con- 
victions by a vote.”’ 
Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, Julia C. R. Dorr 
and Mrs. James ‘I. Fields would go to the 
polls, if opportunity offered, simply as a 
matter of duty, while the worid knows that 
Frances E. Willard and Elizabeth Peabody 
are anxiously and impatiently awaiting the 
dawn of .woman’s enfranchisement, when 
they will wheel into line, leading the bro- 
cession of female suffragists. hen that 
time comes, what will be done with the un- 
faithful who have determined.they won’t 
vote under any circumstances?

Last evening about 7 o’clock a telephone 
message was received at the police station, 
saying that there was trouble at a house on 
Sepulveda street, and that an officer was 
wanted at once, Officer Fowler went to the 
place, and found quite a crowd congregated 
about a small house, No. 40, from which the 
loud cries of a child could be heard.

They want an 
electric light, and some provision 
made for carrying off the winter rains, 
which now form stagnant, malaria- 
breeding pools.

The Two Messages.

sages. Both these addresses contain 
much matter of special interest to the 
citizens. 

Mayor Workman expresses pleasure 
at the orderly condition of the city. 
There has been a small epidemic of 
burglaries of late, but a leading gang 
of the criminals has been promptly 
arrested, and apart from that, we cer- 
tainly have reason to congratulate our- 
selves on the small amount of crime in 
a city of so large a size, and which, by 
reasons of climatic advantages and 
the presence of large numbers of 
wealthy visitors, would naturally be 


Lexpected to attract more than its due. 


share of the floating criminal element. 
Referring to the saloon question, Mr. 
Workman expresses his disbelief in 
the efficacy of a higher license, believ- 
ing that the proper way to suppress 
objectionable places would be by 
prompt action of the Board of. Police 
Commissioners in revoking the licenses 
of such places. Without giving up 
our contention for higher license, 
we believe, as we have already 
stated, that an excellent plan, 
equivalent in many ways to a higher 
rate, would be to make the dues of $600 
a year payable annually, in advance, 
instead of monthly, as at present. Al- 
most anyone can raise enough money 
or credit to pay down $50 and buy a 
small stock of liquors, whereas if the 
whole sum of $600 were pavable at 
once, the saloon-keeper would be apt 
to be very careful about risking his in- 
vestment by keeping a disorderly place. 
Such a regulation as this, in addition 
to a midnight closing ordinance, would 
be agreat improvement over the pres- 
ent condition of affairs, 

Mr. Workman states that more grad- 
ing and paving has been done during 
his administration than during the 
entire previous history of Los Angeles. 
Iie recommends action to push the 
passage of the new charter, and 
thereby repeal the Vrooman Act, which 
is full of obstacles to the extension of 
street work. 

In regard to sewers, it is shown that 
there are at present twenty-one miles 
laid in the city. Referring to the pro- 
posed West system, the opinion is ex- 
pressed that the city should retain the 
entire management and execution of 
such a project in its own hands, and 
derive for itself such profit as there 
may be init. At the same time the 
construction of an outfall sewer to the 
ocean is suggested as a more desirable 
course. ‘There is no doubt that, in 
these views, Mr. Workman is in accord 
with a large number of our most level- 
headed citizens. 

For the fire department the purchase 
of another hook and ladder truck is 
recommended; the establishment ofa 
corporation vard and building for the 
storage of hav and supplies in quan- 
tity. Attentionis drawn to the fact 
that the probationary period allowed 
the Richmond fire alarm system will 
expire during January, and the Coun- 
cil is urged to asSure itself that the 
terms of the contract between the con- 
pany wand the city have been fully com- 
plied with before any money is paid. 
The contract calls for a non- interfering 
system. In stating, as he does, 
that the system as at present 
arranged is not non-interfering, Mr. 
Workman puts it very mildly. The 
Los Angeles ftire-alarm system as it ex- 
ists at present is more of a nuisance 
than anything else—and*a dangerous 
nuisance. When an alarm is sounded 
the engines)’are frequently sent ona 
wild-goose chase miles away from the 
scene of the fire, which gives the ‘‘fiery 
element plenty of opportunity to get in 
its deadly work. The new Council will 
certainly not think of paying out money 
for such an imperfect system as this. 
The health report for the year shows 
only 678 deaths, or the very low propor- 
tion of eight and one-tenth deaths per 
thousand of population on an esti- 
mated total population of 80,000. Of 
the 102 deaths from consumption, 95 
are stated to be cases of invalids from 
the Eastern States, who came to this 
city as a last resort and had resided 
here less than a year. Next’to con- 
sumption, the largest number of deaths 
are attributed to diphtheria, which 
carried off 42 victims. 

Immediate provisions for better 
school accommodations are recom- 
mended. Tue TrMes has already 
called repeated attention to the same 
subject. Of the 6300 pupils at presett 
in attendance, 36 per cent. are halt-day 
pupils. The shortening of the summer 
vacation to two months is certainly a 
very reasonable suggestion. A sum- 
mer vacation of two months, in this 
mild climate, is, im-all conscience, long 
enough, and would still be too long in 
the opinion of many parents. The 
same remarks apply to the suggested 
shortening of the Christmas vacation 
to two weeks. 

The city finances are shown to be in 
a healthy condition. Attention is di- 
rected to the need of improvements. in 
parks. The suggestion to set apart 
that section bounded by Alameda 
street and the river for factories has 
already been made in TuE TIMEs. 

The advice in regard to retrench- 
ment and the careful investigation of 
ordinances before they are passed is 
good, and Mr. Workman’s reference to 
the large amount of public work ac- 
complished during his incumbency is 
fully jpstified by the facts. 


Mayor Bryson devotes a large portion 
of his message to the sewer question. 
He believes iA the expenditure of an 
ample outlay to secure an effective sys- 
tem. He deprecates a course of exper- 
iments; calls attention to palpable 
shortcomings in the West system, and 
suggests that the provisions of the 
West patent be carefully scrutinized 
before any obligations in regard to the 
same are contracted; hints as to the 
possibility of prior patents, and stig- 
matizes the proposal of the Pacific 
Sewerage Company as one possessing 
an unlimited amount of gall. Mayor 


Bryson very sensibly concludes that, if 
the city wishes to experiment with a 
filtration process it can do so without 
paying a cent for patent rights, and 
believes that an outfall sewer to the 
sea 1s the mest feasible plan.

Christmas Gifts for the Poor. 


The good people of Kansas City are 
doing honor to themselves by raising a 
sum for the purchase of Christmas 
gifts for those children whose parents 
are too poor to providethem. Itisa 
phase of practical benevolence which 
does credit to the hearts of the people 
of that community. There is hun- 
dreds of little children in every large 
city to whom Christmas brings no good 
cheer, nothing to remind them of 
‘good will tgmen.” There are a large 
number of little ones in Los Angeles to 


whom Christmas will like 
all other days of the year, a 
cheerless day, with nothing to 


brighten the gloom of want and 
neglect. The gifts sent to the kinder- 
gartens, where are gathered so many 
of the children of poverty; to our 
orphan asylums, where are the father- 
less and motherless little ones; to our 
hospitals, where are the sick, the aged 
and helpless, are a step in the right 
direction. But a Santa Claus fund, in 
the hands of benevolent individuais 
who would take the time to hunt. up 
the children of poverty throughout the 
city, is something that should be 
added. Kansas City raised last year 
through free contributions $1741.50, 
which was expended for Christmas 
toys, candies, etc. Wagonloads of 
these were sent out into the poor 
districts of the city, and the hearts 
of hundreds of little children were 
made glad by the gifts so purchased. 
It is somewhat late for such an organ- 
ization to be effected for the present 
year in Los Angeles, but every family 
who have the comforts of life about 
them, might individually undertake to 
find some poor child upon whom to be- 
stow a Christmas present, no matter 
how small. If those able to do this 
would not fail in doing, not a child in 
Los Angeles need be without its 
Christmas gift. 


The City and Its Streets. 


Strangers arriving in Les Angeles at 
the present time will not be particu- 
larly pleased with the condition of some 
of our leading thoroughfares. But all 
things come to him who waits, and we 
can reasonably hope that by the time 
the rainy season is over the paving of 
these streets will be an accomplished 
fact. Itis unfortunate that the work 
was not pushed earlier in the season, 
but it is better late than not at 


all. The miles of new and ex- 
cellent sidewalks that have been 
put down within the past 


year make pedestrian'sm a thing of 
far less terror than it was last winter. 
It it now a pretty easy matter to get 
round on foot, in the heart of the city, 
even after a heavy rain, without en- 
countering very much mud, and as im- 
provements are pushed the condition 
of our streets will grow rapidly better. 
Los Angeles is on the up grade now 
as regards these improvements, and in 
a few years our streets will equal the 
condition of the best in other cities. 
We are now getting fairly accustomed 


‘to our rapid growth, and are learning 


to make our improvements keep pace 
withit. We are no longer a straggling 
overgrown town, but a big metropolis 
with the life, activity and push of this 
progressive age. We shall soon have a 
city that we can take a justifiable pride 
in, as well as one that cannot be ex- 
celled for beauty and desirability of 
situation and climatic excellence.

STILL’ UNDER ARMS. 


White Men Hunting Negroes 
_ In Mississippi. 
ais Accounts of the Recent San« 
guinary Conflict. 


The Colored Men Avoiding Another 
Meeting with Whites. 


A Large Fores of Armed Mon Scouring the 
Country for 4he Missing Negroes—A Bloody 
Struggle Expected When They 
Find the Fagitivei 


The Times... 

MERIDIAN (Miss.), Dec. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A number of telegrams 
were received here yesterday morning 
stating that a riot had occurred at Wahalak, 
Kemper county, 50 miles north of Merid- 
ian, and that Holly Morton of this place 
was killed. Two parties, aggregating 60° 
men, were dispatched tothe scene, They 
returned last night, reporting everything 
quieted down. They give the following 
account of the disturbance: 

On Thursday a son of G. F. Nicholson, a 
prominent farmer, while driving along the 
road, met a negro desperado named Maury 
driving in an opposite direction. Young 
Nicholson’s vehicle by accident came in 
collision with that ofthe negro, who kept 
in the middle of the road, as if determined 
to drive the boy out. The negro cursed the 

outh, when old Nicholson appeared and 
nterfered. The negro then deew a re- 
volver, closed with Nicholson and knocked 
him senseless with the pistoi, then fled. 

The following day Nicholson told his 
friends of the negro’s assault, and on Sat- 


urday it was determined to organize a posse’ . 


to arrest Maury. Information of this 
reached the negroes, and it is said two 
white men gathered a party of negroes to- 
gether at the church on Sunday night and 
organized a foree of ten te resist any at- 
tempts to arrest the negro. These whites 
are known to the people ef Wahalak, buf 
their names cannot be learned. It is a set 
tled determination to 
LYNCH THEM WHEN FOUND. 
The negro forse went to Maury’s house and 
concealed themselves in the smokehouse 
akd cotton-houses, Soon after this the 
sse of white men came up the road, ahd 
alted in front of Maury’s fhouse. Four of 
them walked up to the house and found 
it deserted, then went to the smokehouse, 
where they found three negroes. ‘These men 
were questioned as to Maury’s whereabouts, 
but they pretended they could not tell 
where he could be found. Then amanon 
the outside shouted “Here is Maury, _— 
pose you come and arrest him.” The 
whites rushed in a body from the building, 
and as they emerged were met with a vo 
ley from eight or ten muskets and shotguns. 
William Vaughan was seriously wounded 
by buckshot in the neck and shoulders, and 
another man, whose name the whites will 
not reveal, recieved a slight wound in the 
hand. This volley came from the cotton- 
house, and was promptly returned by the 
whites, but the negroes, being behind stout 
plank walls, received no injuries. The 
whites discovered they were fighting at 
great disadvantage and moved round to the 
patel side of the structure. Here they re- 
ceive 


ANOTHER VOLLEY, 
resulting in the instant death of Henry 
Maury and the wounding of his brother, J. 
F. Maury, near the elpow. The whites 
now drew off, and the firing ceased tempo- 
rarily. Notwithstanding their losses, how- 
ever, the posse determined to make another 
attack on the cotton-house, approaching it 
this time from the south, As they came up 
they received the third voiley, the negroes 
apparentiy awaiting the order to fire, as 
they had donein the two previous instances, 
Atthis third volley Seth Cobb received 
twenty-two buckshot in the breast and 
stomach, tearing the eritire front part of his 
body away. John Dew, another of the . 
whites, was probably mortally wounded by 
a pistol ball in the groin. The whites again» 
rew off for consultation, when they de- 
cided that another attack with their reduced 
force was useless, and they determined to 
wait for daylight and reinforcements. 
While they were consulting the negroes 
rushed from the cotton-houses to Maury’s 
residence in a body, and proceeded to fortif 
that building, and the white men went bac 
to Wahalak. 
NEGROES’ HOUSE BURNED. 

‘Yesterday morning another force of 50 
men was raised and proceeded to Maury’s 
residence. The place was found entirely 
deserted. The whites burned the buildings 
on the place, together with those on the 
farm adjoining, and scoured the woods for 
negroes, but could find no trace of them. 
It isimpossible to find the negroes within 
five miles of the scene of the trouble. 
White people from adjoining towns poured 
into Wahalak all day and joined in the 
search, but as none of the negroes except 
Maury are known, they accomplished noth- 
ing. One negro was seen lurking in the 
woods and was fired upon by a party of 
whites, but instantly disappeared. It is be- 
lieved there will be more trouble. It is cer- 
‘tain that if any of the negroes who fired on 
the whites are caught they will be killed. 
The feeling, however, is now against the 
white men who are said to have organized 
the negroes, who are not known to have re- 
ceived any injury. Two white men besides 
those already reported were wounded, but 
their names are not given. It does not ap- 
pear that the whites in attempting to make 
the arrest were under any legal authority, 
but as they are sustained by the entire 
white population of Kemper and the adjvin- 
ing counties, it is unlikely that any pro- 
ceedings will be taken against them. 

Later advices from the scene of trouble 
~ 5 there is no change in the situation at 

ahalak. The village is crowded with men 
from the surrounding country. Parties are 
searching the swamps everywhere in the 
locality where the negroes are supposed to 
be secreted. Upto 10 a.m. not one was 
found. It is supposed they left the coun- 
try. All the parties who left Meridian yes- 
terday for the scene returned and report 
everything quiet.

STATE DIVISION. 


Gen. Vandever's Reesons for Intro- 
ducing His Bill. 

The foliowing private letier received 
here from Gen. Vandever shows his per- 
sonal views onthe subject of State division: 

HovseE oF REPRESENTATIVES, U.5., 

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Dec. 12, 1883, 

You doubtless are aware of the proposi- 
tion I introduced for a division of Cali- 
fornia into two States. The San Francisco 
papers received this morning allude to the 
propcsition, and ascribe as a motive an in- 
crease of offices. Such an imputation is 
superlatively mean, and in keeping with 
the low estimate they entertain of us in the 
south. Our State is the second largest in 
the Union, containing 158,00 square miles 
of territory. We are three or four times as 
large as New York. We have an immense 
coast line, and it is the appropriate time 
to agitate this question in downright 
earnest. San Francisco, by the infiuence of 
corrupt .methods, virtually controls our 
State policy and holds the balance of power 
in politics, and will turn her influence to 
one party or another, just as her local in- 
terest may seem to require. Her ambi- 
tion seems to be to_ rival New 
York city in corrupt politics and to 
hold. all the balance of the State subject 
to her special interests. We cannot get the 
help of her delegation in Congress for any 
measure to promote the interest of the 
southern part of the State for fear it may 
detract from her chance for Federal patron- 
age or appropriations. In Congress I have 
five of our delegation to oppose me on all 

ropositions for improvements of our har- 
yors. Lam one to five, and will not submit 
for myself or for my district to be unfairly 
ruled by a lot of selfish politicians that onl 
use us and never serve us. These are my pri- 
vate’ sentiments. Now, then, I hope the 
press of the Sixth District will sustain my 
position for a division of the State in a tem. 
perate but a firm tone, and assert our right 
to self-government.

A SAN DIEGO FRENCHMAN.

HAYTIAN WARFARE. 


Legitime’s Gunboats Bom- 


The -Inhabitants Given a Few Hours 
to Seek Safety. 


A Score or More Civilians Killed by 
the Iron Hail.

The Galena Now Bue at Port-au-Prince—Confi'ct- 
ing Reporte as to What Will Be Done About 
the S:izod Steamer, Haytian 
Republic. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Dee. 18,—[By the Associ- 
ciated Press.; Capt. Kelly of the steamer 
Saginaw, which arrived today from Hayti, 
will not make any report of Haytian af- 
fairs, but itis learned from other sources 
that the steamer Haytian Republic was 
still in the harbor of Port-au-Prince when 
the Saginaw sailed. The passengers by 
the Saginaw bring important news from 
Hayti. 

On the morning of the Sth of December, 
as the passengers state, four of Legitime’s 
men-of-war, the Dessalines, Belize, Tous- 
saint L’Overteure and one other, bom- 
barded Cape Haytian. The gunboats dropped 
anchor four or five miles off shore, lying 
broadside to the towv. Guns were fired 
with blank cartridges to give notice of their 
warlike intentions, The foreign consuls in 
the city sent out a petition to the ccim- 
mander of the fleet, asking time to get out 
of the city. They were given 36 hours to 
evacuate the town. ‘Ihe people fled into 
the hills, taking all of their possessions 
they could conveniently carry. The -sup- 
ply of pack-mules being limited to 50 or 60, 
the animals were in great demand, and fab- 
ulous prices were paid to convey a single 
mule-load of the more valuable effects of 
wealthy residenis to a place of safety. 
Those of the poorer classes Who were for- 
tunate enough to own a mule preferred 
renting it out to using the animals to save 
their own goods. Shortly after daybreak 
on the second day after the arrival of the 
fleet the Haytian officers turned their guus 
on the town and 
TRE LOMBAFDMENT COMMENCED. 

Operations were begun at this early hour 
because a favoring tide enabled the four 
vessels to lie broadside to the town. The 
Toussaint fired the first shot, which went 
whistling through the air, and buried itself 
in the sand on the beach just in front of the 
frail, thatched bamboo houses of the poorer 
natives. The other vessels followed suit, 
and fired widely. In afew minutes, how- 
ever, Shots began to-teer through the town, 
demolishing the frail structures, The 
bamboo huts succumbed easily, but the 
stone buildings in the central and more ele- 
vated portion of the town were not so easily 
destroyed, the heavy waiis resisting the fire 
for several hours. Despits the warning 
they had receiyed to leave the fated town, 
many of the residenis clung to their habita- 
tions, In fact it was impossible to remove 
many of the sick !n the city within the time 
allotted by Legitime. On the tops of all of 
the houses in which a sick person was 
known to be, a waite flag was pleeed, but 
shot and shell were no respectors of the ap- 
pealing emblems. None of the people who 
arrived today could est:mate with any de- 
gree of accuracy the number killed, but it 
was thought that fifteen or twenty at least 
succumbed to the deadly fire. Legitime is 
by degrees losirg the confidence of the 
people, and most all the sympathy is with 
the north. 

THE GALENA DUE. 

Agents in New York of the steamship 
Haytian Republic are much surprised at the 
report that their vessel will sail from Hayti 
today in charge of an American crew; 
whieh salled from here last week on the 
Atlas line ship Alene, to be delivered at an 
American port subject to the disposal of 
this Government. Mr. Austin, one of the 
agents, says: ‘it don’t see what either 
Hayti or the Atlas people gain by this. I 
doubt very much whether they can bring 
the Haytian Republic up here. She has no 
stores, noiuel nor anything else on beard, 
and she must be in a bad condition. They 
say she will leave this morning. The 
Galena ought to be there today, and will 
probably reach tbem before she can sail, 1 
suppose the Galena will take possession of 
her at once.” Mr. Morse, one of the own- 
ers, is on the Galena, and he will take 
charge of his vessel.

Mr. Polley in reply briefly said that the 
City Board of Trustees, tor whom he was 


acting, could pot compel iree-plapting un- 


less the property-holders saw fi. He ad-
